The University of Alabama has a new athletic director and a new football 
coach. We salute the choice and like what the men have had to say about 
their ideas on why young men gotocollege. Now if they can just win football 
games all will be okay. We expected some flak from fanatic football fans, but 
frankly are appalled that nuts would actually call and threaten death to 
members of the administration. It shows just how far out of hand this matter 
has gotten. In defense of Alabama graduates, however, we doubt a single 
one of them has little enough brains to take such action. That is the true 
redneck that Alabama citizens still have around in the corners doing such 
things. There are however good, loyal citizens who take their football too. 
seriously, and they ain't all Alabama fans. Just a few years ago Auburn fans 
were crying because Pat Dye had University of Alabama ties and wasn't a 
product of the Auburn system.

This means we 
must realize it isn’t the end of the world if we don’t win every football game 
or beat our cross-state rival. I enjoy a football game as much as anyone and 
see more than most of our readers, but when it is over, it is over, and I soon 
forget the score and retyrn to making a living for my family. 


The wet-dry issue in Elba still isn’t dead. The court ruled there can be no 
lawsuit over the matter; however, that will be appealed. We agree there is no 
real challenge to the election, but would rather have had the judge say ‘‘no 
law was broken."’ Anyway, if it stays in court for a year or so, it will be moot, 
as it would be time to call a new election if there are still folks wanting the 
matter changed. 


The trillion dollar (that is a 1 followed by 12 zeros) recently approved by the 
Reagan administration is - well a monster.

Our long-ago Christmas seasons 
were made special by holiday baking 
and by the joy of being together as a 
family. 

During the great Depression and 
the rationing of WW Ili, Mama 
hoarded sugar from summertime 
onward for the holiday goodies, 
Serving as Santa's busy elf while we 
were away at school, she made taffy, 
chocolate fudge and caramels, the 
latter by browning white sugar in an 
iron skillet and using rich cream and 
fresh butter from our cows. These 
delicacies were hidden until 
Christmas morn, 

Mama's fruitcake, although not 
made in secret, was a special treat 
every year. The peels from the 
oranges that Santa left one 
Christmas and from the lemons my 
uncle brought from the city on the 
fourth of July were saved, then 
candied and sealed in a fruit jar. But 
other ingredients, like the fig, pear 
and watermelon rind preserves, had 
their beginnings on our farm. 

The mixing and baking of the 
fruitcake was a two-day family affair.

of Mama's old tube pan, the two 
bent loaf pans, and the one-pound 
coffee can. I would then grease the 
papers sparingly with lard, to make 
them stick to. the pans’ sides, and 
then I'd dust them ever so lightly 
with a little flour (and my youngest 
sister Trillie would dust the floor 
ever so heavily if | happened to turn 
my head.) 

Mama would stand and supervise 
and even Daddy would keep popping 
in and out of the kitchen (often being 
the most helpful of all since he kept 
the baby from climbing onto the 
table). My brother Bill would take 
the large wooden spoon and use his 
strong muscles to cream the butter 
and the sugar til it was smooth as 
silk. Then my sister Frances would 
break the six eggs into the bowl and 
Bill would beat again and again, 
until it was all yellowish and frothy. 
Mama always measured the crucial 
things like salt and baking powder 
but she sometimes let the younger 
children put in a spoon of cinnamon 
or nutmeg, or dredge the precious 
pound of purchased raisins with 
some flour. 

After everyone had had a part 
and everything was in the huge 
scalded dishpan for the final mixing, 
only the strongest ones could stir. 
But the others leaned on, or near, 
the table, contributing _ their 
“oohhhs"’ and their ‘‘aauuggges."’ 
And when the pans were filled to 
Mama's specifications, there was 
always just enough left for everyone 
to have a little taste of the delicious 
concoction. The next three hours, 
were a heavenly experience as the 
fragrance from the oven of the hot 
wood stove filled every crack and 
crevice of our old house. 

When the cakes were removed 
from the oven one of the small loaves 
was cut for immediate sampling. But 
the largest, most beautiful cake was 
carefully wrapped in a clean guano 
sack and saved sntil Christmas Day. 

If we were able to keep the hens 
laying there would be at least three 
more cakes baked for Christmas. On 
the morning of December 23 Mama 
would take one dozen eggs, separate 
them, and make a huge pound cake 
using the yokes. The whites would 
next become an angel food cake and 
a white cake to be stacked with 
caramel frosting or coconut, if we 
could afford one. 

December 24 was bread day; it 
was the day Mama made two extra 
pones of cornbread to be used for the 
chicken dressing. And it was the 
time she put her yeast cake into a 
bowl with warm milk to begin the 
making of homemade rolls for the 
Christmas feast. 

Christmas Eve was also. the @ay 
Mama killed the largest hen she had 
which hed shirked her laying duties. 
The chicken was scalded and 
pli.cked, then cleaned and set to. 
Ammering in our giant blue 
water-bath canner, It was destined 
for the dressing. 

Nothing could quench our festive 
spirit on Christmas morn. Once as

MAMA'S FRUITCAKE RECIPE 


1 quart fig preserves 

1 quart watermelon rind preserves 
1 quart pear preserves 

1 Ib. raisins (seedless) 


2 quarts chopped black walnuts (or 
pecans or hickory nuts) 

% cup candied orange peel 

“4 cup candied lemon peel (optional) 

“2 cup all-purpose flour 


1 cup butter (fresh churned if 
possible) 

2 cups sugar 

1 teaspoon vanilla flavoring 


6 large eggs (gathered from hen 
house the previous day) 


34 cups all purpose flour 
1 teaspoon baking powder 
1 teaspoon salt 

4 teaspoon allspice 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

“a teaspoon nutmeg 


Drain preserves in colander 
overnight. Add raisins, nuts and 
candied fruit. Dredge in 1/2 cup 
flour. 


Cream butter and sugar til light 
and fluffy. Add vanilla. Add eggs to 
creamed mixture, one at a timey 
beating well after each. * 

Combine flour, baking powder, 
salt, allspice, cinnamon, nutmeg. 
Add to creamed mixture a little at a 
time. Beat until smooth after each 
addition. Pour over dredged fruits; 
mix. 

Line pans with paper (two large 
tube pans and one loaf pan or one 
tube and three loaf pans). Grease 
and flour ever so lightly. Pour batter 
into pans, filling about half full. Do. 
not flatten. Bake in 250° oven three 
to four hours. 

Place pan containing 2 cups of 
water on bottom shelf of oven for 
first 2 hours to get greater volume, 
moist texture, shiny glaze. (Pans of 
cake may be covered lightly, with 
tents of foil, if they become browned 
too quickly -- this is a modern hint 
not possible when Mama baked our 
cake.) 


Cool. Remove from pan and 
wrap in clean guano sack til 
Christmas.

Another sign that hunters have 
become more aware of in the past 
few years is the scrape. ,A scrape is a 
shallow, oval depression made by a 
buck that may be as much as 3 feet in 
length. The scrape is created by the 
hooves of the deer, Most scrapes 
are located under overhead branches 
under which the buck often antler 
fights. It is also common for the 
buck to chew on a branch and to rub 
them with scent from his forehead 
glands. As a final touch, the buck 
will urinate on his finished product to 
mark it as his. 

Studies indicate scrape building 
begins a couple of weeks prior to the 
rut. A buck may build many scrapes 
and abandon all but a few. They 
serve aS a sign post built by the 
dominant buck to mark his territory 
and to warn lesser males of his 
presence. Does also visit the scrape 
and leave their scent. The scent of 
those does that are in estrous 
(breeding condition) can be detected 
by the buck. The doe can be trailed 
from that location. 

The scrape may be visited by a 
doe at most any time during the day. 


To Hunters 


The same is true for younger bucks 
in the population. However, mature 
bucks are more cautious in their 
approach, They probably only check 
the scrape once every two to three 
days. They may visit the site after 
dark or they may make their check by 
passing on the downwind side while 
staying concealed in vegetation. 

To a human observer, a4 scrape 
may appear to be nothing more than 
a depression in the ground, To the 
buck deer, it is an important 
communication with other deer in 
the area,

It was a gradual, progressive revelation, that would not be 
completely understood until the resurrection of Jesus Christ. As long 
as death stalks the land, men will ask Job's question, ‘If a man die, 
(Job 14:14). 
ossibility of eternal life has been hinted at, for man was created in the 
image of an eternal God, and God planted the tree of life in the midst of 
the garden of Eden. The key to eternal life has always been the proper 
relationship with God, Enoch, and Elijah, were both servants of God 

who never saw death, and thus implied eternal life for the faithful. 
Many passages in the psalms point to man’s desire for eternal life, 
David wrote, ''He asked life of thee, and thou gavest it him, even 
length of days for ever and ever’ (Ps, 21:4). Another psalmist wrote, 
“The Lord shall preserve thy going out and thy coming in from this

But verse | 
says, ‘When thou shalt make his soul an offering for sin, he shall see 
his seed, he shall prolong his days, and the pleasure of the Lord shall 
prosper in his hand.” The clearest statement of the resurrection and 
eternal life found in the prophets is in Daniel; **And many of them that 
sleep in the dust of the eart shall awake, some to everlasting life, and 
some to shame and everlasting contempt” (Daniel 12:2),

In 
addition, most, if not all, 
government agencies in the 
community have pension plans that 
offer employees early retirement, 
that is, before age 62.

RIGHT 


A taste for healthy eating is one 
of the most valuable and enduring 
gifts parents can give a child. 
It’s never too late -- or too early -- to 
start, Here are some suggestions: 

Always eat as a family. Turn off 
the TV during mealtime and, if 
possible, disconnect the phone. En- 
courage relaxation; don't battle 
about food or anything else during 
mealtime. 

Set a good example. Your child is 
more likely to give unfamiliar foods a 
try after watching you eat and enjoy 
a wide yariety of foods. 

Encourage your child to. sample a 
new food, but don’t force foods on a 
youngster. Don’t make the new food 
the price of dessert. 

Keep servings small so. children 
haye the satisfaction of cleaning up 
their plates and asking for ‘*More, 
please.’’ 

Encourage smart snacking. 
Keep the kitchen stocked with a 
selection of healthy hunger stoppers: 
fresh fruit, vegetable sticks with a 
nutritious dip, raisins and cheese 
with whole grain crackers. 

Give kids a healthy start each 
morning. Make sure they rise early 
enough for a nourishing breakfast. 

The morning meal doesn't have 
tobe cereal. Don’t be afraid totry an 
unconventional breakfast: a peanut- 
butter-and-banana sandwich, 
cottage cheese with sliced fruit, and 
macaroni and cheese are all 
nutritious and appealing. 

Involve kids in menu planning 
and meal preparation. Children often 
enjoy helping prepare foods and 
enjoy eating them, too. 

At cooking time, share the 
assembly tasks. Depending on the 
young chef's age, you may need to 
assist with slicing or chopping, 
turning on range burners and 
removing hot foods from the oven. 


CARE OF DOWN-FILLED ITEMS 


Taking care of down-filled 
comforters or garmets can be a 
problem for Coffee countians.

milk detergent. Mix the solution or 
agitate on the gentle cycle to mix. 

Close snaps and add your down 
garment or comforter to the water. 
Submerge completely, squeezing out 
air. Gently squeeze the soapy 
solution through the item and allow 
to soak for 15 minutes, or set the 
washer for two to four minutes on the 
gentle cycle. 

By hand, gently squeeze out 
soapy solution and rinse twice in cool 
water. Remove from washer or tub 
without wringing or twisting and 
place in dryer. Dry on medium heat 
for one hour, Remove and hang over 
a shower rod or on a rust proof- 
hanger to finish drying. 


If no dryer is available, allow the’ 


down-filled item to drip dry over a 
shower rod, on a taut line or on a 
hanger. If hanging it outdoors, avoid 
direct sunlight.

There are some important facts 
you should know if you start getting 
a pension before 62. That is the 
earliest age you can get Social 
Security retirement checks. 

First, your Social Security check 
may be smaller than you figured. 
This is because benefits are based on 
your average lifetime covered 
earnings. A maximum of only 5 
years of low or no earnings can be 


dropped out when computing 
benefits. 
Second, you may lose insured 


status for disability benefits if you 
have a big gap in your earnings 
record. Most older people need not 
only a certain total number of Social 
Security work credits but some of 
them must have been earned in 
recent years. In most cases, this 
means at least 5 years’ coverage 
during the 10 years before onset of 
disability. 

To demonstrate the effect of 
these provisions, let us consider 
‘Jane’’ who began receiving her 
State pension at 55 and has not 
worked since. If she decides to apply 
for her full Social Security retirement 
at 65, several years of no earnings 
must be included when figuring her 
average earnings. Also, she will 
have lost her disability insured 
‘status in the last few years before 
she is 65.

HORTICULTURE TIPS 


DAN J, PRESLEY 
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CARING FOR POINSETTIAS 

If you've gotten a poinsettia for 
Christmas, be sure to care for it 
properly. I have these suggestions. 


Place the plant in or on a 
water-proof container to protect 
furnishings. Water it thoroughly 


when soil appears light in color and 
feels dry when touched. Discard 
excess water, 

Protect poinsettias from bruising 
and chilling. Daytime temperatures 
should be between 70 degrees and 75 
degrees Fahrenheit, while nighttime 
temperatures should not be cooler 


than 60 degrees. Don't place 
‘poinsettias near windows, heat 
ouNets, or drafts. Sudden 


temperature changes may cause the 
leaves to wilt and the flower bracts to 


drop. 
While they will survive for 
several weeks in a _ low-light 


situation, poinsettias do best when 
located where they receive plenty of 
bright, indirect, or filtered sunlight. 

A special note; Poinsettias are 
not poisonous, The Society of 
American Florists and the U.S. 
Consumer Products Safety 
Commission have conducted 
exensive tests on the poinsettias, 
and they conclusions were that 
poinsettias are completely free of 
any toxic substances. To protect

DISEASE RESISTANT TOMATOES 


Disease resistance is probably 
one of the most important factors in 
choosing a tomato variety. Many of 
you will be starting tomato. plants 
from seed in the next few weeks. 

Select seed varieties that carry 
the letter V-F-N. This indicates that 
this variety is resistant to. root-knot 
nematodes, fusarium and 
verticillium diseases. Tomatoes are 
so very susceptible to disease. So it 
is important that we get as much 
resistance as we can in our varieties. 


DORMANT SPRAYS 

Dormant sprays are essential to 
keep the trees healthy. Probably 
more backyard fruit trees are killed 
by pests that could have been 
controlled with dormant sprays than 
from any other cause. 

Scale insects must be controlled 
on peaches if you expect to have 
healthy trees, White peach scale is 
probably the most damaging to 
peaches. Dormant sprays can be 
applied anytime during the dormant 
season except when freezing 
temperatures are expected within 24 
hours. Superior oil is effective 
against all scale insects but does not 
control diseases. Make a second oil 
application two weeks after the first 
one for effective control of white 
peach scale. Adding Dursban to 
your superior oil makes it even more 
eftective, 
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Peanut Farmers Hold Meeting At Dothan 


Peanut farmers from 13 
Wiregrass counties gathered in 
Dothan Thursday for the 29th annual 
meeting of the Alabama Peanut 
Producers Association. 

Dr. Lowell Frobish, director of 


Auburn University Experiment 
Station Systems, addressed the 
research efforts currently being 


conducted by the various experiment 
stations. Frobish said it is important 
to “look for a common thread 
through research efforts and then 
transfer this technology to 
producers.” 


The agriculturalist said there had 
been three major advances in the 
history of agriculture. ‘The first 
advancement made in agriculture 
was when animal labor, horses, 
mules and oxen, replaced man- 


power. This led to a tremendous 
increase in production,'’ Frobish 
said. The second advancement was 
the development of the cotton gin 
which brought about mechanization 
according to Frobish. He stated, 
“The third advancement was when 
the number of tractors exceeded the 
number‘of horses in the fields in the 
early 50's." Frobish said farming is 


now in a= state of advanced 
technology.

Health Dept. To 
Get Strict On 


Small Stores 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health will be visiting con- 
venience stores and small grocery 
stores to determine if they comply 
with sanitation requirements. Recent 
amendments to the rules relaxed 
requirements for limited food store 
operation but retained the require- 
ment for these facilities to be issued: 
permits by the local health depart- 
ment. 

Affected by recent amendments 
to the regulations are ‘‘limited retail 
food stores’’ which handle only 
prepackaged, potentially hazardous 
foods. Also covered by the regula- 
tions are limited food service esta- 
blishments. These facilities sell only 
the following food items using single 
service containers: carbonated 
beverages, coffee, tea, draft beer, 
fruit juices, slushes and _ similar 
beverages; popcorn and roasted 
peanuts; dill pickles, pickled meat 
and eggs, dip ice cream, bologna, 
cheese, luncheon meats and other 
fully cooked meats. 

Establishments which must make 
corrections will have six months, 
from Noy. 20, 1986, until May 20, 
1987, to qualify for permits. 


Residents May Be Eligible 


For Supplemental Income 


Any Wiregrass individual who 
believes he or she may be eligible for 
inonthly supplemental security in- 
come (SSI) payments should contact 
the Dothan Social Security office. 
This also holds true for anyone who 
has a disabled or blind child who 
may be eligible for monthly checks. 
If such a child does not have parents, 
a guardian or other responsible 
person may apply on the child's 
behalf. 

An applicant for SSI payments 
can help speed up the application 
process by having certain  in- 
formation available at the time he or 
she visits the Social Security office. 
This information includes the 
person's Social Security number, a 
birth certificate or other proof of age 
and evidence of income resources. 

In addition; prople who apply for 
SSI payments on the basis of 
disability should have available 


information about their condition 
and the names and addresses of 
physicians who treated them and 
places, such as clinics and hospitals, 
where they were treated. However, 
even if all this information is not 
immediately available, the 
application should not be held up. 
Social Security personnel at the local 
office will help you get whatever 
information is needed, 

Individuals who qualify for SSI 
may also be able to receive other 
services. Among these are food 
Stamps, Medicaid, vocational 
counseling and social services, such 
as housekeeping services, meals and 
transportation,

PECANS 
Dr. Bill Goff spoke recently to 


individuals interested in home 
production of pecans. The four 
varieties which he recomended for 
home plantings are Elliott, Jackson, 
Sumner, and Melrose. Goff pointed 
out that the Cape Fear variety, even 
though it is scab susceptible, is a 
good tree to plant for pollination 
purposes. 

The Elliott nut is only about 
two-thirds the size of the Jackson 
pecan. However, it has excellent 
quality and Goff recommends it for 
home use. Elliott has about 72 
pecans per pound and the Jackson 
has around 40. Any of these 
varieties planted along with one 
Cape Fear should be satisfactory. 

There are other varieties which 
are very good including Desirable. 
However, most of the commercial 
varieties such as Cheyenne, Kiowa, 
Stuart, Forkert and others require 
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spraying for best results.

Tetanus Immunization 


The Alabama Department of 
Public Health urges all persons to be 
immunized against tetanus (lockjaw) 
because when symptoms develop 
after exposure the prognosis is poor,

indifference on your part as disappointing as you would 


with the tatality rate averaging about 
60 percent. ; 

Availability of immunization has 
reduced the prevalence of this 
neurologic disease, but is has not 
been eliminated. Three cases have 
been reported to the Health 
Department this year. For children 
tetanus immunization is usually 
administered in combination with 
that for diptheria and .pertussis or 
with diptheria if pertussis vaccine is 
not given. After the basic series of 
four doses has been completed, a 
single booster shot maintains a high 
level of immunity. Children 7 years 
old or older as well as adults not 
previously immunized should receive 
the adult-type tetanus and diptheria 
toxoids. Three doses administered at 
prescribed intervals with a booster 
every 10 years maintains complete 
immunization.

Alabama Gov. George C. Wallace 
announced last week that he had 
appointed Thomas E. Head, age 38, 
of Elba, as the new district judge for 
Coffee County to serve the 


Judge Gary McAliley, who will 
assume the post of circuit judge. 

Head, who has served as 
assistant district attorney since 1981, 
will assume the judgeship at 2 p.m. 
Monday, Jan. 19, and serve as 
district judge during the two. years 
remaining on the term, after which a 
judge will be elected to fill a full 
six-year term on the bench. 

The new judge is a native of 
Covington County and attended 
Auburn University before entering 
the banking profession in Mont- 
gomery. He returned to college to 
seek a law degree and received the 
degree in 1979 from the Alabama 
School of Law. ; 

Head began his practice in Elba 
and worked in private practice with 
Gareth Lindsey for two years. While 
in private practice, he worked part-

Comm. Bryan fails in attempts to 


change numerous county policies 


The Coffee County Commission 
met in regular session on Monday, 
Jan. 12, at the courthouse in Elba 
and heard Commissioner Jimmy 
Brvan propose numerous changes in 
the operation of various county 
departments, including the parking 
of almost the entire fleet of county 
vehicles upon the completion of each 
working day. 

Commissioner Bryan stated the 
county couldn't afford to have all the 
vehicles on the road unnecessarily 
and made a motion to have all county 
vehicles parked at the courthouse or 
county shop at the end of each work 
day except the vehicle assigned to 
the county engineer and the sheriff. 

Bryan added that any deputy on 
duty would be allowed to keep his 
vehicle after routine working hours, 
‘but when the deputy wasn't on duty 
the vehicle should be parked. 

Commissioner Bill Faulk stated 
he felt the idea had its merit, but 
Suggested the plan be studied 
further before being implemented to 
prevent a change in policy at a later 
date, 

Bryan repeated his feeling on the 
matter and declared the 
commission's original plan to park 
the vehicles would have worked had 
the commission not given in to 
outside pressure. 

Bryan, Billy Eagerton and 
Eugene Bradley yoted in favor of the 
motion, while commissioners Faulk, 
Averett, Stephens and Crittenden all 
voted against the motion, to. kill the 
p sed plan. 

he commission agreed there 
was a problem of misuse of county 
vehicles and agreed to. study the 
problem and haye vehicles parked 
that weren't needed in emergency 
situations. 

After the subject of county 
vehicles quieted down, Commis- 
sioner Bryan again took the floor and 
stated, ‘‘The ratio of foremen to 
laborers in the county is ridiculous!"’ 
He stated all employees should be 
able to do their jobs well enough to 
merit their salaries and if they 
couldn’t do so without direct 
supervision they should be either 
terminated or downgraded to.a lower 
position. 

The county engineer stated the 
county had not increased the number 
of foremen in the highway depart- 
ment since he had been employed 
and expressed the opinion that

McAliley, who resigned effective 
Jan. 19, at 2 p.m., delivered his 
letter of resignation to Goy. Wallace 
on Friday, Jan. 9, and gave 
immediate approval to Wallace's 
pick of Tom Head to fill McAliley’s 
term as district judge for Coffee 
County :

Supervision was needed in many 
instances. 

The commission discussed 
Bryan's proposal, but the idea 
seemed to. lack support from the start 
and no motion was introduced to 
change any policy concerning 
Bryan's statement. 

Refusing to let the earlier 
setbacks silence him, Commissioner 
Bryan again took the floor and this 
time made a motion that all pay 
raises of county employees be 
approved by the commission, 
including raises granted due to the 
reclassification of an employee. 

Bryan stated that while the 
practice of giving raises was outlined 
in the county's employee manual, 
employees that were reclassified 
received raises and the practice 
should be reviewed by the 
commission. 

County engineer Mac Rushing 
stated that under the Unit System 
the county engineer had the 
authority to hire and fire employees 
as well as grant raises and change 
classifications of employees as long 
as he remains within the boundaries 
of the budget approved by the 
commission. 

Bryan withdrew his motion and 
then made another motion to study 
the county's pay scale for all 
employees and adopt a new scale 
that would be followed for all newly 
employed workers. This motion died 
due to lack of a secpnd. 


Monday's bi-monthly meeting 
began at 9 a.m, with all com- 
missioners present, and after the 
routine approval of minutes of the 
previous meeting, county engineer 
Mac Rushing gave the commission 
an update on various projects 
underway, 

Rushing reported the highway 
department was: 

***trying to catch up with grading 
the dirt roads in the county following 
the heavy rains during the holidays; 
***preparing to. start on replacing a 
bridge located near the Brooklyn 
Community; 

***progressing with cutting using 
the boom cutter in District 4,

Board makes construction 


plans for bigh school 


The Elba City School Board met 
Thursday, Jan. 8, amid news that for 
the first time in months they had 
money enough to pay the bills plus 
some to start the next month. The 
excitement was dampened, however, 
when some board members were 
told the extra money was property 
tax funds that came mostly in 
December and January and must last 
for the next 12 months. 

The property tax money was 
running slightly above the same 
period last year by $4,193.44, Supt. 
Bill Crews told the board. 

The school should begin receiv- 
ing the proceeds from the new 1-cent 
countywide sales tax this month, 
with the first check expected by Jan. 
15, 

The board officially approved the 
schedule of holidays to allow for 
President's Day on Feb. 16. It had 
been misprinted on an early release 


of holidays 

Crews reported that contracts 
had been signed on the new music 
building and the paperwork was in 
Montgomery for approval. He also 
noted plans for repair of the roof on 
the gym dressing rooms had been 
approved for an estimated $40,000. 
Plans were being prepared for 
bidding, he noted. 

Also, the superintendent 
announced the receipt of $65,000 of 
vocational money for repairs or 
purchase of certain equipment. He 
said vocational teachers were 
submitting their ‘want list’’ for this 
fund. 

The board went into executive 
session and returned to vote 
unanimously to. extend the contract 
of Supt. Crews for another two years. 
The contract was scheduled to expire 
in June. His salary remains the 
same. 


Kiba council meeting is brief 


The Elba City Council met briefly 
Monday afternoon at 5 p.m. It took 
less than 15 minutes to conduct the 
regular business. 

Police Chief John White reported 
two officers were in school: Wesley 
Devane is in the police academy in 
Montgomery while John Rollins is in 
Selma at the intoximeter school. 

The Healthcare Authority of Elba 
(hospital board) requested a 
retroactivy correction of the minutes 
of March, 1985. his officially 


appointed Clayton Hickman and 
Virgil Coleman to full six-year terms 
to the board. This was done 
unanimously. 


Bills totaling $6,576.69 were 
approved by the council after Mayor 
Bob English noted this was the 
lowest amount of the bills for any 
month since he had been mayor. Of 
this amount, $2075 was for gas and 
oil to be used by the city and the 
utility department. 


County School Board adopts 


corporal punishment policy 


The Coffee County Board of 
Education held its regular monthly 
meeting Monday night, Jan. 12, in 
Elba and approved a_ corpora) 
punishment policy that will go inte 
effect at all three county schools 
when students report to class on 
Feb, 2. 

County Supt. Clayton Bryant 
stated the new policy would protect 
teachers and the system from 
possible liability, and consisted of 
four changes to the current policy. 
The changes include a mandatory 
notification to parents, an agreement 
that the form of punishment will not 
be the first line of punishment, the 
requirement that any corporal 
punishment must take place with the 
principal or assistant principal in 
ittendance, and that the instrument 
ised be the appropriate size based 
on the size, age and sex of the 
student 

Teachers present at the board 
meeting agreed that the policy 
change would protect the teachers 
from legal action and also felt the 
teachers in the system would 
approve the policy, but felt they 
needed to have the authority to 
paddle a student if necessary 

rhe meeting began at 7 p.m. and 
following «a 45-minute executive 
session to discuss a personnel 
problem, it was opened to the public, 
and the board tackled a lengthy 
agenda 

After handling the routine 
matters of approving minutes of the 
previous meeting and payment of 


bills, the board reviewed proposals 
from the banks in the county wishing 
to be used as the system’s 
depository, Four of the county's five 
banking institutions offered pro- 
posals, and after careful 
examination the board yoted to use 
SouthTrust Bank of Coffee County as 
the depository, due to the numerous 
savings offered by the bank. 

Supt, Bryant reported on the 
construction and renoyation projects 
planned in the county and stated the 
plans for renovating the restrooms at 
New Brockton and repairing the 
roofs at New Brockton and Kinston 
had been submitted to the state for 
final approval and expected bids to 
be let in the near future. 

The construction of additional 
physical education dressing rooms at 
Zion Chapel was also discussed and 
the board was told actual con- 
struction was set to begin in the 
spring, while «additional projects, 
included renovating bathrooms at 
Kinston and Zion Chapel, upgrading 
heating and cooling at both the 
schools, and the continuing efforts to 
identify other problem areas, 

Zion Chapel High School band 
director David Seanor was at the 
meeting and told the members that 
the Zion Chapel band was in its ninth 
year of existence and that the 
uniforms were the same ones the 
band started with, making them 
eight years old. Seanor reported the
